Bank of Montreal Financial 


Statement Is Strong One 


Indicative of the extent to which 
the Bank of Montreal is participat- 
ing in Canada’s war effort is the 
large assets figure of $1,046,551,479 
shown in the institution’s annual 
statement, just issued, — a figure 
which is the highest shown in any 
annual statement of this 124-year-old 
organization, Important increases 
are also found in deposits and loans 
—the former at $928,357,889 also con. 
stituting a record at the close of a 
financial year, With high liquid con- 
dition, substantial cash reserves and 
large holdings of high-grade securi- 
ties, the report reflects the charac- 
teristic strength of the bunk and 
gives ample evidence of its ability to 
meet the even greater demands that 
may be made upon it as a result of 
‘tthe war, , 

The statement, which is for the 12 
months ended October 31, is set out 
in its customary “easily understand- 
able” form, the various items of the 
balance sheet being accompanied by 
explanatory notations. ; 

Commercial loans, including ad- 
vances to manufacturers, farmers, 
merchants and others, have increased 
substantially, being 18 per cent above 
the 1940 figure. In Canada these 
loans amount to $264,427,000, com- 
.pared with $218,759,000 a’ year ago; 
the comparable figures for commer- 
cial loans abroad are $21,271,000 and 
$14,801,000. Call loans, both at home 
and abroad, show a drop, as was to 
be expected—the 1941 figure of $20,- 
041,000 being down by more than 
four million dollars. 

As a whole, with the advance in 
commercial loans, there is a sizeable 
increase in the bank’s loaning busi- 
ness Notwithstanding this expan- 
sion, the statem refiects no im- 
pairment in the '3 liquidity. 

By far the most important item in 
tthe bank’s quickly available assets 
is, of course, its holdings of govern- 
ment and other bonds and dehen- 
tures, These amount to §498,740,000, 
compared with $461,827,000 a year 
ago and consist in the main of Do- 
minion Government and high-grade 
provinciai and- municipal securities 
which mature at early dates. 

In Canada, the bank’s deposits 
have rigen from $731,081,000 to the 
record figure of $809,110,000, while 
abroad a small increase has also oc- 
curred, the 1941 figure of $119,277,000 
being about a million and a haif del- 
lars above the amount shown a year 
ago, 
With ‘total assets amounting to 
$1,046,551,479 and public Hiabilities. 
standing at $969,645,608, the excess 
of resources over liabilities, which 
represents the shareholders’ interest 
in the bank, amounts to $76,905,870, 

Profits for the twelve months re- 
main practically stationary, After 
making provision for bad and doubt- 
ful debts and after deducting Domin- 
jon Government taxes amounting to 
$2,242,905, the profit figure stands at 
$3,437,026, and is equal to 4.51 per 
cent on the shareholders’ equity as 
against 4.5 per cent last year.

$928,387,889,51 (Experin-ental Farms News) 
During the winter months the use 
of fresh vegetables is denied to the 
average home owing to the high cost 
of the imported product, For a long 
period of the year if vegetables are 
to be included in the daily diet, re- 
liance must be placed upon the stored 
and canned ‘product. 

Rhubarb constitutes an exception 
to the general rule. Thig healthful 
and apeptizing vegetable can be read- 
ily forced in many homes providing 
continuous supply of edible stalks 
from December to March inclusive. 
All that is necessary is a cellar main- 
taining a fairly uniform temperature 
of from 58 to 60 degrees Fahrenheit, 
‘together with a supply of rhubarb 
roots suitable for forcing, says L, C, 
Young, Dominion Experimenta’ Sta- 
tion, Fredericton, N.B. 

Crowns two years in age and over 
and preferably those from which lit- 
tle if any crop has been removed dur- 
ing the preceding summer are gsuit- 
able for forcing.

What You Must Do to Comply With the Law 


1. As a Consumer 


You must not buy goods or services for more than the highest price charged for 
such goods or services during the basic period, September 15 to October 11. If in 
doubt, ask your merchant for proof the price he asks is a lawful ‘price under the 
Price Ceiling order, Normal seasonal price changes in fresh fruits and vegetables 
and greenhouse products are exempt, 


2. Asa Retailer 


You must not sell goods or services for more than the highest price at which 
you sold such goods or services in the basic period, September 16 to October 11, 

You must not buy goods or services from manufacturers or. wholegalers or any 
other sources for more than the highest price you paid to them in the basic period, 

It is intended that cases of serious hardship should be adjusted by reducing 
the cost of merchandise to the retailer, Retailers whose cost of merchandise delivered 
to them after November 30 is too high in relation to the. ceiling prices should get in 
touch with their suppliers and try to arrange an adjustment fair to both parties. 

The price of goods of a kind or quality noti sold during the basic period must 
not be more than the highest price charged for substantially similar goods in the 
basic period. 


3. Asa Wholesaler 


You must not sell goods or services at more than your highest price (less dis- 
counts then prevailing) for such goods or services during the basic period, September. 
15 to October 11, You must not buy goods or services for more than the highest 
prices paid during the basic period, 

Wholesalers will be expected in some cases to vedios their prices below the 
ceiling in order that their retail accounts may carry on, Wholesalers in turn may 
have to ask their suppliers for price reductions, 

The continued flow of goods through normal channels is of the utmost import- 
ance and the Board will intervene if suppliers divert business abnormally from one 
customer to another, 


4. Asa Manufacturer | A 


You must not sell at prices higher than your highest price (less discounts then 
prevailing) during the basic period, September 15 to October 11. 

In some cases it will be necessary for manufacturers to reduce their prices 
below the ceiling so that wholesale and retail accounts may carry on, 

Where maintenance of the retail ceiling requires manufacturers’ prices to be 
substantially reduced, the Board will investigate and in proper cases will afford 
necessary relief, 


Imports . . 
Retailers, wholesalers and manufacturers are assured by the Board that any 


considerable increages in the costs of import of easential goods will be covered either 
by subsidies or by adjustment of taxes. Details will be announced shortly.

The Price Ceiling law also applied to rates and charges for electricity, gas, 
steam heat, water; telegraph, wireless, telephone, transportation, provision of dock, 
harbour and pier facilities; warehousing and storage; manufacturing processes per~ 
formed on a commission or custom basis; undertaking and embalming; laundering, 
cleaning, tailoring and dressmaking; hairdressing, barbering and beauty parlor ser. 
vices; plumbing, heating, painting, decorating, cleaning end renovating; repairing of 
all kinds; supplying of meals, refreshments and Deverages; exhibition of motion 
pictures.

With Toys from Blitz Wreckage for 
Boy and Girl Evacuees 


Motor lorries will rattle out of Lon- 
don on Christmas Eve with a great 
freight of 2,000 toys for the children 
of women on war work who are be- 
ing cared for at Nursery Centres un- 
til the bombs stop falling. 

Never have toys had a queerer 
origin, There are beds, compiete 
with bedding, dolly of all kinds, cots 
for large-size dolls; see-saws, chutes, 
fire engines, large model yachts with 
sails, and large pink elephants and 
rocking horses, model shops, complete 
with goods to the last detail, mode 
aeroplanes and aerodromes and a 
complete convoy set of ships, 

All of them have been made by the 
firemen of 29 London stations from 
the wreckage of the blitz—odd bits 
of timber and metal, lead piping and 
guttering, - The lead has become sol- 
diers cast from a mould madé by a 
fireman; the American War Relief 
gave the gay paints for them, Old 
socks, stockings and curtain rags 
have supplied the fabrics used.
